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INTERNATIONAL FLYING SAUCFR SIGHTING DAY

There is no doubt at all that International Flying 
Saucer Sighting Day on June 24th (the 20th anniversary of 
Kenneth Arnold’s classic sighting of nine gleaming discs 
in 1947) was a tremendous success. 

The ’•’lying Saucers flew over the world in great 
numbers and were seen by thousands of people. Over 
45,000 Sky Scouts in 23 different countries invited the 
Sky People to come in their flying saucers and to show 
themselves on June 24th. The result was staggering’. 

Faay people Lave criticised the idea of holding these 
specie! sighting Jays and have said you cannot order the 
saucers to appear at a specific time. I agree with that 
completely out these critics have missed the point. We do 
not order the saucers to appear. We invite the Sky People 
to visit us. Cuite a difference'. 

Six U.F.O’s which flew over Paraguay at great speed 
disrupted communications at the International Airport, 
Asuncion, for several minutes according to the director 
of the airport's contiol tower. People gazed from the 
streets and roof tops as the space ships flying in 
formation sped over the city at 2,500 ft. 

Professor Ricardo A. Frondizi, Committee member 
in the Argentine (one of his younger brothers was actually 
President of the Argentine Republic a few years ago) sent 
me a most remarkable despatch. He reported that a month 
before June 24th a young man of about 19 years visited him. 
The boj , *•!ho refused to give his name, stated that on June 
24th the space ships would come in large numbers, some from 
the North-East and sane from the North-West. Those that 
came fren the North-East would emanate fran a UFO base in 
the Matto Grosso in Biazil and would fly over the Argentine 
Provinces cf Misiones, Corrientes, Chaco (an Indian territory) 
and Saute Fe. 


Those that came from the North-West would start from 
a UFO base at Nazca, Peru, and come through the Andes and 
fly over the Argentine Provinces of Salta, Tucuman, 

Santiago del Estero and Cordoba. This is interesting when 
we recall that some years ago two Peruvian airmen saw from 
the air thousands of straight lines radiating in all 
directions over Nazca. These lines had not been noticed 
on the ground for hundreds of years. In fact, the Incas 
built their great coastal road right through that area.

Professor Frondizi asked the boy how he knew all this 
would happen. "By telepathy," the young man answered. 

The Professor thanked him and I rather think put the matter 
out of his mind. After all there are a lot of cranks and 
hoaxers in this business. However on June 24th everything 
happened just as the boy predicted'. The saucers came in 
their squadrons from both the North-East and the North- 
West and each lot flew over the Provinces as named by the boy. 

On the return flight of those saucers that had come from 
the North-Fast, they were tracked back by both the police 
and the military, who in turn warned the airports in the 
Amazonian basin. 

Here in England the Sky Scouts formed themselves into 
over 40 groups, some large and some small. It poured with 
rain but despite this setback there was a very good turnout 
of watchers. In Englqnd the watch was on a 24 hour basis 
and extended until Sunday morning the 25th. 
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RECENT SIGHTINGS ;

Albury Sighting . 

On June 27th, three days after I.F.S.S.D., Squadron- 
Leader Shipwright of "Woking, Surrey,, was walking with his 
wife along a tracK way across the Albury Downs fran the 
beauty spot Newlands Corner. It was about 12.30 mid-day. 

In a lield about a mile away they noticed what they thought 
at first was a white horse galloping. They soon saw, however, 
that it was round or egg-shaped and moving extremely rapidly 
across the field in a N-S, S-N direction. This continued for 
ten minutes, then the object moved to the southerly hedge of 
the field, changed, direction to an eastwards motion, and 
began bo move very slowly across the field. It continued 
across an open part of the fieLd until it reached a line of 
trees, which it slowly climbed over. The object was still 
in sight when the witnesses returned to their car at 1.45. 

June 28th ; Five schoolboys at a sports meeting at Lyons 
Field, Greenford, were watching a Viscount aircraft flying 
against a clouuy background when they spotted two discs 
hovering in the Forth. The two light grey objects were 
joined by a third which floated up towards than. When th e 
objects were an equal distance apart they flew off. On 
each could oe seen three portholes and a flat-topped cabin. 

The objects we re visible for eight seconds. 

July 3: Mrs. Harris, of West End, Woking, had not been 
feeling well and had got up at about 1.00am. She looked out 
of a window and saw what she took to be a flashing aircraft 
light in tne direction of Woking. Then it stopped, then moved 
towards her. As it came closer she could see that it was a 
brilliant orange disc. When it had reached tbs apparent 
size of ’’twice the size of a dinner plate" it suddenly speeded 
up and vanished in the direction of Chobham Common and Bagshot. 
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Warminster Sighting ; A cigar shaped craft was sighted near 
Warminster in January this year. At 9.45 pm Sky Scouts 
Margaret Clayton and her fiance William Selby stopped their 
car mid-way between Warminster and Westbury to observe the 
cigar which was grey in colour and surrounded by a red glow 
as it hovered 45 degrees above the horizon. The object, 
which made no sound, was visible for 15 minutes. Miss Clayton 
estimated it as being 1D0 ft in length and about three miles 
away. Eventually it moved away to the north-west, gradually 
becoming dimmer and finally, fading frcm sight. 

Saucer follows Viscount ; Timothy Gardiner and his friend 
saw a Viscount cross the sky as they watched fran their school 
at Solihull on the morning of February 21st. It was followed 
by an object "of a kind we had never seen before" they said. 
The object, dark grey and semi-circular in shape, was 
soundless. It then reversed direction, coming back part-way 
along the course it had just taken, hovered for about 30 
seconds and then rose straight up and out of sight. 

Cigar Shaped craft over Cardiff : Brian Wright, a zoology 
student, was admiring the view fran the window of a University 
building in Cardiff at 5.20 pm on the 14th March, when he 
noticed "an elongated brilliant white craft" in the sky. The 
colour, he said, "was similar to that of burning magnesium." 
The cigar-shaped object was approximately two miles away; he 
was umhb to estimate its true size. After five minutes it 
began to move away, gradually fading and eventually disappear¬ 
ing over the television masts at Wenvoe. The object was in 
view for a total of eight minutes. 

" Rosy 41 U.F.O. Over Middlesex : Mr. J.R. Willson B.Sc. and his 
wife saw two independently moving objects travelling over 
Whitton in Middlesex in a South-westerly direction on May 4th. 
Mr. Willson described the objects as slightly rose pink in 
colour, elliptical in shape and quite silent in the zig¬ 
zag course. 
















Heathrow UFO : Two friends Richard Debowey and Michael Birch 
saw what first appeared to be a bright white light hovering 
in the sky early on the morning of the 9th May and later 
appeared as five lights farming an elliptical shape. They 
drove on down the read hoping t o get a closer view and after 
passing almost i Tide meat h it, it suddenly disappeared in the 
direction of Heathrow Airport. 

Sky Sc orts s ee la rge UFO at Warminster ; Mr. William Selby 
and is fiancee Miss Clayton and four other Sky Scouts fran 
Birmingham saw a "huge orange oblong" at 3.30pm. on the 
28th May this year. The object, which was sighted during an 
orgaiiised sky ./stch, was estimated to be about 200 ft. in length 
and about 50 ft high. The outline of the object, though 
indistinct seemed to ie rectangular and the ends glowed a 
brighter orange than the centre section. It was about 500 yds 
away and aoout 150 ft above the ground. They observed the 
objeci for about ten ninutes during which time it remained 
stationary. 

Hpping 'Cigar 1 Appears As Four Smaller Objects on Photo: 

20-year-old Cohn Lander and two friends were dey watching on 
24th June, Intern it ior.al Flying Saucer Sighting Day, when at 
2.20 am they saw a bright red cigar shaped light over Epping 
going in the direction of North Weald. There was no noise 
and it was abort three-quarters the diameter of the full moon. 

As it got nearer the grand the light intensified becoming 
nearly white. fnen it seemed to stop ani hover, swaying like 
a felling leaf. They watched the object for about five minutes 
then it shot off at tremendous speed towards London. 

The three men took cine and still pictures of the object 
and on the sensitive film of a still camera the ‘cigar’ appeared 
as four semi-circular separate objects.(Camera:- Yashica Mat 
35 mm. Set at F 3.5 for 1 sec.) 

On 31st May abcut midnight Mr . Ronald Salisbury of Mearings 
near Reading noticed an unusual stcr which while moving slowly 
across the sky suddenly about turned and started pulsing 
irregularly then stopped. About three or four minutes later it 
was joined by tv*o others which appeared bright red but these 
were not flashing. For the next two hours the three went through 


several aerobatic movements in all directions across the 
sky until Mr. Salisbury went to bed at 2 am. 

During the time of this sighting his dog came out of the 
house, looked up and growled unusually and then ran back 
into the house. 

Southend Sighting : Two brothers Robert and Richard Rowley 
of Poynings Avenue, Thorpe Bay, near Sotfchend on Sea, watched 
what first appeared to be a very large star doing 'figure of 
eight* in the sky above their home at 10.45 pm on 16th July, 

It was first noticed by Richard aged 14 years fran his 
bedroom window and he called Robert aged 18 years to watch. 
Whilst they looked it suddenly 'plummeted towards Earth* 
said Richard and they saw it as a red light moving Eastwards 
about half a mile away. Then it stopped and hovered for a 
few minutes and heading North it completely circled the 
house. Then Robert ran into the garden with his 25 4Qx30mm 
telescope leaving his brother in the bedroom and saw a blurred 
shape 'similar to a cigar* with five glowing red lights 
which then disappeared behind the neighbour '3 house roof. 

He then went to the front garden only to find that the 
object had vanished. Then the object reappeared heading 
South East towards the seaand he followed it with the 
telescope until it disappeared over the roof tops not to 
re-appear. When theobject was circling the house they 
both heard a "swishing-whistling" sound which was unlike 
anything thqy had heard before. 

Signals "Answer d fran the Sky." Rio de Janeiro, Aug. 14. - 
Flying Saucer fever has gripped Brazil again after a lawyer 
reported that one hovered over his car for i|D minutes flash¬ 
ing yellow and blue lights in reply to his headlight signals. 
Two other witnesses corroborated the story of Senhor Jonil 
Feydit Vieira, aged 28, published in the morning newspaper 
Correio da Manha here. He said the UFO made several zig¬ 
zag passes over his car near the Rio de Janeiro state town 
of Francisco Fragoso. "After it followed my car for a while 
I began to get nervous, and flickered on and off, and then 
the object suddenly disappeared at a fantastic speed".

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Police Sight Flyiiig Saucer ; Constable Steve Parsonage was 
proceeding along Liverpool Road on Aug. 10th, when he saw.... 
a flying saucer. Like a good policeman he made sure his 
evidence was corroborated. He flagged down Constable Lionel 
Haw, a colleague in the Wigan Division, vfoo was approaching in 
a Panda car. And Police Constable Haw* s notebook entry reads: 

12.U3e~n Liverpool Road, Hindley. Saw object in sky, 
high altitude, travelling east, fast speed, round-shaped, 
not plane or comet. Also seen by P.C.Parsonage. 

Said 20-yoar-old P.C. Parsonage: "I have never beleived 
stories uncut people seeing flying saucers but now I have 
seen one myself. I was on the beat when I glanced up and 
saw this saucer-shaped object in the sky. It was a good 
night with no clouds. It wasn't moving at first and 
was glowing white." 

P.C. Haw, 20, who has been in the force eight years 
added: ,r h'a watched it mcving across the sky for two minutes. 

It certainly wasn't a ccmet, plane or weather balloon or a 
trick of liguc. I have seen all these and know what I am 
talking about. I wuuld estimate its size as well over 100 
ft in diameter. It was very bright and didn't flicker. I 
checked with Jodrell Bar.k, Manchester and Bartcn Airports 
and was told tier- were no planes or satellites in the 
vicinity." 

Constables Haw and Parsonage sent in an official 
report and wer* interviewed yesterday by their Chief 
Superintendent, Mi . Tern Andrews. Later Mr. Andrews accepted 
the reports and allowed it to be released.

VISITORS FRCM OUTER SPACE

Expanding knowledge about the Universe usually means 
more puzzles than discoveries. As man unravels each new 
mystery he is assailed by fresh doubts and torments, for he 
had caught a glimpse of another mystery lying ahead. 

For the explorer - in any field - it is probably this 
yet undiscovered territory vaguely seen in the distance 
that sparks the search for knowledge. 

The German magazine Das Vegetarische Universum wrote: 
"For a quarter of a century archaelogists exploring caves 
in the Bayan-Kara-Ula Mountains, on the border of China 
and Tibet, have been finding odd-looking stone discs with 
hieroglyphs. .. total of 716 such discs have been 
discovered, apparently dating back several thousand years. 

Like- a gramophone record, each disc has a hole in 
its centre frcm wnich a double groove spirals its way to 
the circumference. The grooves are not sound-tracks, 
but the oliest writing in China and indeed the rest of 
the world". 

Archaeologists and decipheres of ancient writing racked 
their brains for two decades trying to s olve the secret of 
the spirals. 

The result of the research by the Chinese archaeologist 
was so shattering that the Peking Academy of Pre-History 
banned publication of his work. 

Eventually permission was obtained and the professor 
and four colleagues published their collective efforts 
under the intriguing title Groove Writing Relating to 
Spaceships which, as recorded on the Disc, existed 12,000 
years ago. 
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The caves high up in the Bayan-Kara-Ula Mountains 
are inhabited by the Ham and Dropa tribes - frail, stunted 
men averaging four feet two inches in height. So far 
they have defied ethnic classification. In fact, any 
detailed information about the tribes is extremely scarce. 

When deciphered, one of the hieroglyphs presumably 
set down by an ancient member of the Ham tribe read: 

"The Dropas came down from the clouds in their gliders. 

Our men, women and children hid inthe caves ten times 
before the sunrise. When at last they understood the 
sign language of the Dropas, they realised that the 
newcomers had peaceful intentions..." 

Another Ham hieroglyph expresses regret over the 
loss of the tribe's own space-ships during a dangerous 
landing in high mountains, and the failure to build new 
ones. 

In the opinion of Chinese archaeologists, the Bayan- 
Kara-Ula hieroglyphs are so mysterious tfeit their inter¬ 
pretation and use for scientific research require the 
utmost care. 

To obtain further information, the discs were scraped 
free of adhering rock particle's and sent to Moscow for study. 
Scientists there made two important discoveries. The discs 
were found to contain a large amount of cobalt and other 
metals - a shaking discovery. Further investigation revealed 
that the discs vibrate in an unusual rhythm, as if they 
carried an electric charge or were part of an electric circuit. 
The 12,000 year-old discs remain a challenge to science. 

Legends of ancient China say that small, gaunt, yellow¬ 
faced men came down from the clouds. But earthly tribesmen 
felt a revulsion for the visitors, whose enormous heads and 
extremely thin weak bodies made them look ugly, and some 
people on fast horses beat them. Reality seems to confirm 
the legends. 
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In some of the Be yan-Kara—Ula caves archaeologists and 
speleologists have found 12,000 year-old vestiges of graves 
and skeletons• The Chinese expeditions which discovered 
the burial grounds reported they had found "an extinct 
species of ape". 

But so far as is known apes do not bury each other in 
graves or write i hieroglyphic symbols on stone discs 1 . 

Ivhat m£i:es the issue doubly involved is that the inner 
walls of the caves are covered in many places with pictures 
of the rising sun, the moon, and the stars, spaced by a 
multituie of pea-sizec dots (possibly tiny pictures) which 
seem to be approaching the earth in a mountain area.

September and October - Evening star, not visible. 

Venus : 

September : Morning star, the Moon is near on Sept. JO. 
October : Morning star, Moon is near on Oct. 1.29, 30. 

Very bright. 

Mars : 

September and October : Evening star, not visible. 

Jupiter : 

September : Morning star in Leo. The moon is near on 
Sept. 3 and 30th. 

October : Morning star. The Moon is near on Oct. 1, 28th 
and 29th. (Venus near up to Oct .15th). 

Saturn :
